Originality, the willingness to take riska and steadi- 
ness in face of. a crisis, are all part of good captaincy 


which will be reflected in the 


Captalney declares Itself for all 
to see when na -team is in the 
fleld, but it docs not by uny 
means end there, The captain 
who almply allows an Innings to 
drift idly to a finish is doing his 
alde disservice. : 

A policy should be Inid down, 
or more definitely a target set 
for the day. This will, of course, 
vary with conditions, On good 
wickets, once the foundation of 
the innings has been laid, 
instructions. must be -given to 
keep the score mounting at a 
good rate. Y 

OPENERS 

It Is very impgertant that your 
batsmen should know what you 
want them to do, and so avold 
those frontic arm wavings from 
the pavilion. 

Here it might be appropriate 
to make a few reflections on the 
batting order, ‘'The_ prevailing 
idea seems to be -that two 
solid batsmen should open an 
innings. On the other hand, 
nothing upsets a fielding side 
more than someone hitting the 
pall hard from the start,

Adjust 
your order, therefore, to meet 
the needs of the moment, 

To return to faults. in 
captaincy, 1 don't consider that 
sufficient time is spent off the 
field and in the dressing room in 
moulding your eleven men into 
a team. So much can be done 
by frlendly chats and discusslons. 
A captain can learn a great deal 
by hearing the views of his 
team mates. ‘ 

My ereat objection to so many 
matches is that they_are_allowed.

Every captain must always be 
watching the score, the clock 
and each batsman, and be. pre- 
pared to udapt his tactids to 
retain the Initiative, : 

One of the main tasks of any 
captain is to get his team cricket 
minded in every way, so that 
they are thinking on the same 
lines as himself, and there is 
never any doubt what he wants 
to be donc.

_ When a Jury of five:men and two women 
were empanelled to serve on a murder trial at the 
Criminal Sessions this morning, one of the mem- 
bers, a Chinese Indy informed the Puisne Judge, 
Mr Justice Reece, that she objected to capital 
punishment, The woman, who had not then taken 
her oath, was directed by his Lordship to stand 
down and her‘place was ‘taken by another man. -

district, and he has pleaded Not Guilty to killing 
a fellow-worker, Tsang Shing, with‘a chopper, on

Prosecuting is Mr Patrick “Yu, 
Crown, Counsel, assisted by Det- 
Insp W. B. Scragg.
